YEGGMEN FAIL TO REACH INNER 
VAULT OF THE ARLINGTON BANK 


Escape With Few Dollars in Money 


After Attempts to Reach Money 


Safe are Thwarted' 


DISCOVERED THIS MORNING 


Acetylene Torch Used in Gaining Ac- 


cess to Vault and Large Doors 


Damaged Beyond Repair 


HOLE IS CUT IN BUILDING 


Believed Robbers First Attempted 


to Reach Interior of Vault by 
Cutting Way Through Walls 


Professional yeggmen visited Ar- 


lington Friday night or early this 
morning, and after destroying the 
large doors of the vault at the Ar- 
lington Bank, made an unsuccessful 
attempt to reafrh .the interior o'f the 


lit, probably 
being 
frightened 


iy, or else abandoning i'he job 
ainse of ifche difficulty arising on 


tile interior doors. 


No clue -was left to the robbery, as 


far as 'couild1 be 'learned, and the 
discovery was not made until tihe 
bank employes attempted to open. 
1!he .front door of the building tins 
morning, and (he door lock had been 
broken. 


The robbers escaped with only a 


few dollars in money which was left 
in the .drawers, and used as,revenue 
stamp money. 


The hank, which 5s a private insti- 


tution, is Jaeated on the north and 
south road, in the Jieart of the town. 
Detectives were summoned, when 
the cobber}' was made known to the 
insnranifie .company which protected 


iff Hunt, and Police Chief Blackburn 
of 1lhis city were also called this 
morning and investigated. 


An acetylene torch JVTOS used by 


the yeggmen in gaining access to the 
vault. The two large doors leading 
into the vau'lt were mined, and a 
section of the vault door. 20 inches 
square was burned completely out, 
making a hole large enough to ac- 
commodate -a large sized man. 


After burning their way through 


these outer doors, the burglars were 
confronted with two other doors, 
located 18 indhes inside of the en- 
trance. Here is where they failed to 
make good, either because of 
the 


close quarters to work in, or the 
fact that tlie doors were made o'f 
metal that resisted the heat 


A 'knob lock, .used with a key, was 


broken off, but tihis did not yield ad- 
mittance into the interior. It 
was 


necessary this morning for the bank 
officials to sprain 1he-=e doors in or- 
der to get inside of the vault, making 
it a •total loss as to the wreckage of 
the two bank doors. 


The yeggmen gained entrance into 


the bank by breaking open the front 
door, by boring- through the lock. In 
all probability they then decided to 
chop their way into the side of the 
bamk vaii&t, as the brick wall, two 
feet in thickness was battered and' 
a -few bricks removed, but little head- 
wav icould be made here.

for' 25 days upon failure to pay. 
He was 'charged with defacing the 
walls of the railroad station in Mil- 
r°y> by writing a slanderous remark 
about a Milroy girl, and then bv 
swiping oil and grease over the walls.

A new form of tax exemption-has 


been filed with Phil Wilk, county 
auditor, by John Willis^ a member 
of the city fire department, and be- 
fore the matter can be passed on by 
the auditor, he will ask for an opin- 
ion fromthestate tax board, rgard- 
on from the state tax board, regard- 
the fireman. 


The contention of the Rushville 


firemen for several, years has been 
that there is a law that grants them 
exemption from taxes, and it was 
Inally discovered in Burn's 1914 re- 
vised statutes, vmder chapter 744], 
the first section under the state /ire 
department's code. 


The luw is an ancient one, and 


ivas effective May Ji, 1853, and the 
question may cause the attorneys 
Cor the state tax board to search 
he court records in order to find 
out whether it was repealed. 


The section reads as -follows: "The 


real and personal and the polls o£ 
active firemen of regularly organized 
ire companies, who shall have done 
:he duty ,of firemen for one yaar 
preceding the time of listing, to hn 
amount not exceeding five hundred 
dollars, shall be exempt from the 
payment 
of city 
or corporation 


taxes." 


In filing exemptions from taxation 


for that amount, Mr. Willis ac- 
companied the statement with facts 
set out above, and the city attorney 
prepared similiar forms for other 
members of the department who^ de- 
sire to seek exemptions. 


Phil Wilk, county auditor, will 


await a decision on the matter, be- 
cause in this county, the city or cor- 
poration taxes are not separated, 
and he does not have any authority 
to alter the tax assessment role, or 
divide it in any manner. Under the 
law cited above, the firemen are not1 


exempt from county or state taxes, 
and the exemption applies only to 
the city taxes.

general manager^, who is the moving 
spirit in the organization, and .will 
have a capacity of 15,000 ton's of 
fertilizer a year.

The company is being incorporated 


under the laws of the state of Dela- 
ware for .$30,000, and in. addition to 
Mr.. Norris, the stockholders and 
incqrporatprs are George A. Brayton 
of Fort Thomas, Kentucky, a chem- 
ist and ;prodnction man; L. J. Ainsr 
worth of Cincinnati, an expert, ac.- 
conritant, and Dr. Frank A. Bray- 
ton of Indianapolis.

•-Mr. Norris has worked in fertiliser 
plants and also has experienced as 
a chemist analyzing soil and fertili- 
zer. The last ten years he has spent 
in the distribution end of the fertili- 
zer business. This varied experience 
in all lies of the work thoroughly 
equips for the undertaking in which 
lie has now engaged. 


In addition to being general man- 


ager of the company, he. will also be 
in charge of- the sales for the-com- 
pany. 
' The building that was formerly 
used as a planing mill has been idle 
for several years.

Mrs. 
Lewis M. Sexton, in P^per Read Before County Convention 
of Women's Federated Clubs Here Last Week, Explains 
Ways of Beautifying Lawns and Methods of Planting and 
Caring For Many Varieties oE Blooming Plants. 


By MRS. LEWIS M. SEXTON 
Madam Chairman and ladies of 


the federated clubs of Rush county: 


You frequently hear a number of 


persons say (lowers take too much 
time, care and attention, and others 
that they do not like to work out 
in the yeard. To tfiese, I would say 
leave the flowers to others, as I do 
not know of any flower that does 
not require sometime, care and at- 
tention. /Bo-the others that 
are 


willing to give some time and care 
to them, there are a 
number 
ol 


flowers that do well and bring very 
good results, 
without devoting so 


much time and attention to them, 
especially the four 
o'clock, mari- 


gold and ainnas. 
These 
thrive 


with least ;carc and work of any 
flowers, 
• Ii know. 
- After plaintin" 


the seed' and when several inches 
high, 'they''-may- be transplanted or 
thinned ; oat .and left alone and will 
bloom, all summer.-.. 
• . 


If rightly planted, a succession of 


bloom may'be had from early in the 
spring until late in the fall. Begin- 
ning with the crocus, which peeps 
through the 
snow 
frequently to 


bloom. Then follows the jonquils or 
narcissus, which are usually here 
to gladden-the Easter time. 


Then follow the tulips, with their 


many gorgeous colors. 
A bed of 


the early and late varieties will give 
a bed of bloom for several weeks. 
These I have mentioned are bul- 
beous. They may be planted in the 
fall 
and will bloom the following 


spring. 
They require very little at- 


tention after being 
planted, 
but 


should be separated every third or 
fourth year, or you will have a bed 
of nice thrifty green plants, but few 
blooms as the bulbs multiply very 
rapidly. * 


The iris is now beginning to bloom. 


When one used to speak of the iris 
one thought of the old fashioned 
yellow and purple flag. But they 
are such various combinations and 
colors that they are rightly called 
the poor man's orchid and indeed 
some of them are as beautiful as 
the orchid. ' 


A row or bed of peonies should 


las in every yard, as they thrive and 
grow year after year with larger and 
more beautiful blooms. Not only 
are they valuable for cutting, but 
the plant, itself makes a pretty bit 
of green throughout the summer. . 


The bed of hardy perennials are 


now beginning to bloom. In the 'bed 
you may have sweet williams, lark- 
spur, 
ragged 
robins, 
gaillardias, 


shasta daisies, oriential poppies, fox 
'loves and a number of other things. 
These" perennials reseed and propa- 
gate themselves year after year and 
with fertilizing and mulching in the 
call they will give a bed of bloom" 
all summer long. The asters and 
chrysanthemums are now beginning 
:o bloom, and these are frequently 
nipped .by the frost in the fall. Yon 
must not omit .the phlox, as a bed 
of phlox.. is one of the showiest in 
:he garden, especially if planted in 
the reds and pinks with a back- 
ground of the* tall 
delphinium in 


;ha different, 1 shades of blue and 
ynrple. 
-Among the easily growii 


shrubs are the. different spireas, bar- 
>erries, bush-honey suckles, coral 
and sh'owberry; The forsyth'ia is the. 
earliest shrub-to bloom. .-The" long 
slender branches are 'covered, with 
ihe yellow bell-shaped flowers before 
a leaf appears. 
The weigela is a 


ery showy shrub and will be a 


mass of bloom for several weeks, 
shading from »-faint pink to a deep 


rose. -The butterfly or .summer lilac 
is another shrub that is .quite showy 
and the long slender fragrant blooms 
witl cover the bush from July until 
October. 


The rose is rightly named the 


green of flowers, tout it also requires 
the most 'care and attention and 
if yon do not want to fight worms 
and bugs of 
all descriptions all 


summer do not cultivate the rose 
as yon have to do this from the 
time-the first leaf appears until the 
last one disappears. 


A small little home with a bare 


back yard, may soon be transformed 
•by adding a vine over the porch 
with a few shrubs around it, a vine 
over .the back fence and a row of 
hollyhocks in. front of it, to a home 
you are proud to call your own; Yon 
not only, help the looks of your own 
yard but beautify the whole neigh- 
borhood and one unkempt, neglected 
year will detract from the,-beauty 
of the whole block.

People are . beginning, to .realize 


this more and more and • every year 
sees more flowers and shrubs being 
planted. and the yards beautified. 


This week a number of- states 


are observing Arbor day and Garden 
Week. 
George P. Marsh, former 


minister to Italy and Turkey, was 
the pioneer in this movement, but 
it was left to J. Sterling Morton, 
former secretary of the treasury, 
to bring these theories, into actual 
practice. 


Some states observe the 22nd of 


April, Morton's birthday as Arbor 
Day. 
But today we are observing 


the 20th of April here in Indiana as 
such. I see where the citizens of 
Richmond have adopted 
as their 


slogan "Make Richmond the most 
beautiful city in America." A mag- 
azine selected Richmond as second 
city in beauty, giving first place to 
Pasadena, California and'this »ear 
they are striving for first place 
and are planting five thousand shade 
and fruit trees and three thousand 
rose plants. The Federated Women's 
club with which nearly every wo- 
man's organization in Richmond is 
affiliated, will plant a rose, shrub 
or grapevine for every member. 


I read the" other day where Mrs. 


Harding had expressed a wish for a 
garden of old fashioned flowers and 
one is being made for-her. She said 
she was tired.of the hot house cul- 
tivated one. 
Very few of us are 


so fortunate as to be able to ex- 
press a wish and have it gratified 
without getting out. 'and doing a 
great part of the work ourselves, 
and I do not know but that this is 
part of the pleasure, to work among 
the flowers and watch their growth 
from day to day. There is a fasein- 
ation about working with . flowers. 
Some begin by planting a few for 
bouquets and .gradually add to them 
from time to time until they enjoy 
perusing a seed, and flower catalogue 
and become as enthusiastic as some 
of the rest of ns. 
. . . " " ' 


We are told if we care to retain 


our-health, beauty-and youth, we 
must have a .hobby and I know of 
no hobby from which we recive more 
pleasure and benefit than the flower 
hobby and I hope more of ypu will 
join .the ranks of flower "lovers and 
plant a flower garden and help make 
Rushville one of the prettiest, if 
nob the' prettiest -city in Indiana..
